Kesuits of n Storm in the Soiitli- 
wesl. 

(From the Oatdon City Sentinel) 

Will Johnson laid R. IM. MuVay 
found the dead body of Elmer E. Smith 
four miles sottthweat of Scott Oity, and 
about six miles from liis claim houso, 
which lie was trying to read) wlien 
overtaken by the storm. His relatives 
in Oiiio have been notified by telcgraiili 
of his death, 

ilr. Ford, living between Sockey- 
villeandLakin started for a neigh 
bor's house after a load cf hay last 
v/eek and became lost. Hia wugon 
track was found within thirty, yards of 
his liou.so, but when liif* dead body was 
found it was twenty luiles from home 
His team was found three miles from 
bin l)0(ly. 

John Biiuller, foreman on the Hi 
Khollar rancb, arrived here|tbia even- 
ing and reports the freezing to death, 
near Appleton, of two young ladies by 
the name of Boetcher, last Thursday. 
They with their mother, aged GO years, 
started to a house le.vs than a mile away 
aud succeeded in getting within a few 
yards of the house where they ^ere all 
found Friday morning. The old lady 
was alive and will recover from her in- 
juries. 

A mother and two small children 
were froxen to death in their claim 
house ton miles northeast of this city. 
Their supply df food and.ooal was e.\;- 
hausted and the father had started to 
CJardeii City tor coal and food, but he 
is iiiiHsing, and it is supposed ho is lost 
on the prairie. Thus an entire family is 
swept away when in the very height of 
their ha))pineBB, thinking that they 
hud a little farm on wbioh their food 
would be raised to sustain life, but 
which was to receive their bodies as a 
grave. 

Syracuse di.-patcli in the Garden 
City Sentinel— January 10: L, L. lla- 
die and W. Garside came in from the 
north ihi.s morning, bringing with them 
the bodies of M. F. Israer^nd another 
man frozen in the storm. They were 
found near Horace Greeley county, 
thirty-live iiiile.s from S_\ racuse, They 
were on their ndurn from Leot, 
perished within 100 yards of 
liouse. Israel was from Mingona, 
ber county, aud engaged in the 
business atHoruoe. 

H. 0. Ward and George Chapman, 
of Syracuse, and Ihsqc Staflle, of Win- 
doiii, Kiinsas, started last Wednesday 
for Greeley county. They were caught; 
in the atom) twenty miles out. After 
turning their teams loose they started 
to walk back. Chapman perished with 
cold shortly after startiriv, and Staffle 
"ot within five miles of town and died. 
Ward got in at 4 o'clock Thursday 
i;;orning with both feet frozen and will 
lose them. Slallie'.s body wa.s found 
yesterday. Chapman's body and the 
i e im are' still out. Hundreds of cattle 
have perished. The river at this])oint 
is lined with thetu.g Twenty-five head 
can be Counted from the bridge, frozen 
in the ice. 

Garden Oily Sentinel, of January 
gives an account of the death of S. 
Jliggs, by freezing, as follows: About 
a week ago he apd lilrs. Evans aud 
livans' two sops ifirent otit to their 
claims to make some improvements. 
On the day of the blizzard, while the 
Evans' were engaged in digging a c(d- 
lar, Mr. Higg.s went to Kendall after 
.some building lumber. He v/as return- 
ing about an hour before sunset. The 
blizzard struck him about an hour 
after be left the cilj. That was the last 
ever seen of him until be was found 
dead in Llie snow, two miles east of 
ivendull. He was tracked to within 
lifty yards of a hou.se where he could 
have found shelter, but evidently did 
not knovy it. wag there, l^ia body was 
found about 250 yards from the house. 
Re leaves a wife and four children, 

A TEIiniDLE EXPEHIENCi:. 

Two men named Mel lor and Powl.son 
started from Wa 'veenov to S^colt Oity 
ii) a two lior.se .vu 'ii, last Wediie.stlay 
afLeriiooii. They traveled until night 
when they went into camp. About 8 
o'clock the wind began to blow, and in 
a short time the blizzard B.truck the 
camp and swept the lighter articles 
away. The horses were unmanagealde, 
so they were cut loose with the har- 
ness on and allowed to drift with the 
storn). Tiie men wrapped them.selves 
up in the blankets as beat they could 
and started in a southern direction; 
They traveled together until about 1 
o'clock Thursday inortiing, when Mel. 
lor gave up and sunk to the ground. 
Powlsot) tried to urge him to take an- 
other trial, but he replied that if he 
Diusi die lie would die where he was. 
Powlhon, linding hia entreatifs of no 
avail, started on alone' in his solitary 
journey. Mellor remained where he 
had fallen until about 1 o'clock ii; tlx) 
afternoon, when sumiiioiietl up strength 
to rise to hia feet, lie walked a short 
distance, when he sioppi'd and out hiy 
boots oil his feet, and fnypd that one 
of tbatp was frozen stiff. hung bin 
bpots around his n^eck and started on, 
His gloves were so frozen he could not 
get them on, so was compelled to go 
bare handed. He kept on his journey 
until the break.s the Smoky Hill river 
was reached, when he strqqk the camp 
of a nunibei' of Scott City gentlemen, 
who were proBjiecting for coal, They 
took hisi into the camp and poulticed 
his 'if^et, hands and face, whjch wore 
badl^ frOfea.-'When he had related bis 



story, Isaac Rudduck, one of the pros- 
jieotors, started for Scott Oity in quest 
of aid for the frozen man, and for men 
to search for Powlsou. When Mr. 
Rudduck reached Scott City and re- 
lated th6 ttate of afiairs to the citizens, 
a large number started in search of the 
missing man, but up to the time of our 
going to press he had not been found. 
'J'he horses are also missing, and it is 
believed that both man and horses, are 
dead.

•♦There's nothing in it," screams the 
morning oppoaitioii ocjjaii, except ideas 
that the governmBnt Rorfroin the news- 
papers. And is there, then, never any- 
thing in the newapapora worth adopting 
by progressive govornmeuta ? Are idoaa 
that are promulgated through public 
journnls UIl^vo^^hy of a place in a gov- 
urnor'a speech i" Marry come up! and 
who is tlio writer who would fain sit iu 
judgment on the government for en- 
deavoring to keep pace with public sonti- 
nieiit by iidoptiiig the views of the most 
popular publications ( A journalist hitn- 
seP; iintl not of a bad sort, either. One 
need not admit that the charge is corroot. 
In point of fact, there is reason to ba- 
lie'vB that the government did not draw 
at all on the press for mental pabulum or 
policy. But supposing they did, caano'. 
our eateouied friend discern that when 
ho credits the new3p:ipsi'3 with the matter 
of the spuech and in the samo braalh de- 
clares "there's nothing in it," he pays 
a very poor oompliniaiit to the press.

TBE 0. S. STJ^TmEK DO LP BIN. 

The secretary of thu United States navy 
Whitney has decided, in regard to the 
ahip Dolphin, latolyrejeoted by tha gov- 
ernment and thrown back upon the hands 
of her builders, to put her on duty. lie 
has not aa yet decliired her periiianently 
aa govcrnraoiit property, havini; ao latuly 
declared her(rathtf ijrecipila'iely,itno-.-a[)- 
pBar3)to bo Btructurully weak ;biit tliuadvia- 
oryboard.afterthreu separate trials declared 
thenisolvos aatisfied; and secretary Whit- 
ney organized a board of ssporta to make 
anothor and final trial, and thij is how 
thay did it: They had an opportunity uf 
seeing the ship under cireuinataiioea which 
were anextremo teat uf her abilities. The 
start was made from Newport and tlie 
Srst run was made to Oape lit nry. The 
distance is 340 milea,and it was completed 
in just twenty-four hours and fifty min- 
utes, according to tho rflieial los;. Thia 
is fourteen miles an Inuir. During three 
hours of tho run a trille over lifteei) knots 
was made, and throughout tlio vvhnlo run 
the vessel behaved like a ruler of the sea. 
Oaptain Moade hadanuouucod his purpose 
uf putting the Dolphin through such a 
storm as would indisputably teat her 
qualities as a naval vessel. When ha left 
(Jape Llonry, therefore, ho went south 
looking for a storiu. Juat below Uatteras 
with an easterly wind, ho atruek a gale 
that lasted an entire day. The 
wind blew sixty miles an l.'..ur and 
the sea was blown into tremen- 
dous waves. The captain turned the 
boat's nose right into the galo and lot her 
fly, tlor eugiiK'Q worked at tlieir beat 
efforts, and she maintained the rate of 
fourteen knota an hour during thu 
heavieat part of thu day's vToatlier. .Soon 
the sua became boiatorous, and nobody 
could keep above the decks, which were 
being washed by repeated waves. At 
length a particul.-vrly heavy sua vvas 011- 
cijunterod, The gratings uroand tho pilot 
house, which ia ten feet above tlio deck, 
wore torn away and washed ell". The 
water came tiiruugh the ventilators, four- 
teen feet above the deck, down into the 
engine room. At this perilous momeut 
the ahip was g'^ing at it,3 full rate of speed, 
and waa bearing its tiurjeii bravely. If 
there had been "atructural wt-ukne.ss," 
then waa tho time it should iiave been 
apparent. After a few hours of tliia kind 
of trial, I!)apt4in Meade thought the teat 
auffioieni, and ordered her engines low- 
ered doivn to a rato of nine and a half 
knots. Then, to use the language of aa 
officer on board of lior, "ahe rodo the 
storm like a d uek in a mill p^nul. Big 
seas swept uiider her like ueiitlu carosae:i. " 
A Wasbingtuu eorrespondeut, ropurtiuj,- 
the matter, says (bat the splou lid oppor - 
tuuity (or making observatiol i waa not 
improved by the uxpertH. They wero not ou 
her storm -swept docks, ncv were they on 
her top-masts nwinging with the wild 
galo. They wore not in the engine-room 
watchiiig tho regular and jiowerful revolu- 
tions ol the engine. They wi-rr- not looking ;

Coroner's Ii«iii«st. 

Ooioner Ohipp yesterday afternoon held 
an inquest on the body of the Chinamun, 
Ah Pon, found deiid in liis room with hia 
throat cut. Dr. A. M. Taylor, who niiide 
the post mortem, gave ■eviduiicii that the 
knifa wound in the throat would hiivo 
oaused death. The e.Yaminution of the 
body abowod the preseoce of bird-shot 
wounda in the breaat aud abdomen, and 
also in thn back. Some aiiot hud poiie- 
trated the bowola, which were greatly in- 
flamed, and it was probably while aulfer- 
ing from thia that the unfortunate Culea- 
tial cut hia throat. Tlie evidence of 
■everal Chinnraon examined ahotvod that 
the deoeasod had arrived fcom Nanaimu 
eeviaral tveeka ago, and lived alone in hia 
room. The oecupatita of adjoining rooms 
knew lhat ho had been aiok for twelve 
daya, but never visited iiini. They heard 
him groaning on the morning of the day 
he was found and thought he was dying, 
but made no attempt tu relieve him. The 
niiBQcable creature «vaa left to die from 
hia woutii^a and atarvstion, and to end his 
misery had hastened death by cutting hia 
throat. The jury found a verdict that he 
had come to hia death by a knife wound 
iniliotod by himself inaatatu uf insanity 
c»usod by the shot-wounds. 

How the Chinaman was shot is not 
Iftnnvrt. but it is almost certain that he 
had been robbing hen-roosta, and was 
fired at, a fact that will likely deter other 
Ohiaeae from further movements in that 
line, though this ia the second Chinaman 
who ha« departed life from being ahot 
while thloTing.

The Poor of tli« City. 

Attention has been paid^:;to'' a'lamentable 
fact, the starving couditidn of the'destittite' 
Chinese. While thia is tbe ca«e it ia also 
a fact that there are many white people iu 
this city who are at present in need of the 
common necessities of life. Such instances 
ore cropping up every day, and they de- 
mand that tlioso who are blessed witb much 
of this world's goods should assist them in 
their extremity . Every day men on the 
street are asking pasaora-by for money suffi- 
cient to give them a meal, aud nearly all 
who ask are granted their request. It ia 
stated that there is a family ou View street 
without food or fnel, the father sick anil no 
moans wherewith to jirocuro supplies. Such 
casoB as these demand attention more than 
Chinese. The fuuda of the Benevolent 
society aro shrinking, and extra exertions 
should be made to replenish them so that 
the aim of tbe society may bo carried out. 
X corrohipontlent iu another colnimi suggests 
that a concert bo given in the tliL-atre to 
secure funds, and no doubt many will come 
forward and make it a musical success, 
whiie citizeus generally woulii patroui/.o so 
worthy an object, aud receipts thus secured 
would go a long way towards relieving the 
wants of people in unfortunate oircum- 
staueos. It is hoped that a movement will 
at once bo made in thia dircotiou, and an 
entertainment arranged to take place within 
a .short time. While Ave are living with every 
indication around us of tbe plenty that is iu 
thu land, those people who have come to 
our shores to make a home for themselves 
and bare exhausted all their means iu reach- 
ing our .shores should be looked after and 
placed above actual want. Let a move at 
once bo made.

Mr. John Derwent arrived down on 

Sunday from Granite creek and Otter 
valley. The ISicolii trail one week ago 
Sunday was open and in good order and 
the pack trains of Thompson it Ferguson, 
Jainibbon and VVilaon were oonslaiuly go- 
ing into the mines with auppliea, which 
still continue to be cheaply sold. 

Otter flats, six miles from Granite oreek 
has been reserved by Mr. Tunslull, gov- 
eriiinunt agent at Kaniloops, and register- 
ed as a town site, and governmont oihces, 
etc., will be erected at that point. When 
the wagon road iv continued to the now 
town, access to the mines will be a com- 
paratively easy matter. 

A couple of weeks ago new rich devel- 
opments occurred in Collins' gulch, the 
dry bod of a stream, and at dark in the ev- 
ening the news arrived there was a general 
stampede from Granite crook to locate on 
the new find. 

It ia expeotod ihat work will open the 
latter end uf February in the mines, and 
by the first of March that overything will 
be in full swing.

THE POU'MCAL COMPLICA- 
TIONS IN GUEAT 
BRITAIN. 

The Attitude at Gladstone. 

London, Jan. 24. — This has been an in- 
teresting but u diaappoiuting wook. The 
English and Irish publiu alike looked to the 
tbe Queen's speech and to tbe speeches of 
conservative and liberal leaders in the par- 
liament for some relief to the prolonged 
anxiety abont Irish matters, but they get 
very little. The crisis hangs fire. Neither 
the tories nor tho liberals are satisfied with 
the course of afVairs. AYhat most contents 
most pooiile in England is what the Queen 
says about home rule. The speech made 
in her uamo by the ministry dofiuitoly com- 
mits the conservative party against all 
attempts to disturb the existing legislative 
union between England aud Ireland. 

The ministerial method of dealing with 
the other and mo.st urgent part of the Irinh 
question bears marks of a compromise be- 
tween ditlV.ront suctions of the cabiuet. The 
tone of tho speech ijHolf was thought firm, 
though known to have been modified in 
conseciuenoo of Lord Randolph Churchill's 
rouioustiauee against the use of the word 
"coercion." Lord Salisbury iu tho house 
of lords, aud Sir Michael flioks-Boueh in 
the house of conunons, disclosed moditicu- 
tious iiuich more important. 

Tbe best l<ei)t secret of the ministerial 
jiolicy was a resolve to propose reform pro- 
itedure iu the coinmons, and give this re- 
form precedence over all other business, 
Irish matters included. Thu ministers 
allege, as an oxeiiso for delaying Irish legis- 
lation, the ueeessity for obtaining further 
information. Smith 'a appointment as chief 
secretary for Ireland supplies a plausible 
pretext for this delay. The new man must 
bavu time to decide ou a uew policy. The 
liborals retort: 

"Why, tlioii, did you make tho Queen 
draw such a glnuiuv i)icLuro uf tho social 
comlitiou of tho counlry about which you 
now conf(.ss nut I(j know enough to bo able 
to Ifgislato ?" 

I'lierc is no answer to that (lueation. 

ruK Toiiv I'osrrioN. 
The tory luistalti; as a matter of tactics, is 
obvious. '.riii'V have wholly brokuu with tho 
I'ariR'Uites. Tlwy niiist, then, rely wholly 
for a majority on liberals who are opposed 
to home rule, and n^ady to graut the gov- 
erimient the [lowcr they cuusidor needful 
for restoring law and order in Ireland. But 
the minislry postpone tlui demand for these 
powers fm- aw hile, though every day's delay 
weakens their ease and gives time tu restore 
unity in the liberal ranks. 

The liberals, for the moment, seem to be 
without leaderKhi[). Tbe nnnistry offered 
a di.stiuct challenge on homo rule, but no- 
liody takes it ui). I'robably it i.s a good 
party move tu abstain, as the ministry, if 
beaten, woulil appeal I'll'ectually to the 
country as ohiin!i>ions of imperial unity, nor 
could they probal'ly be beaten iu tho com- 
mons on thitt issue. Nobody is willing 
to inii\u< tho llrst uiovo or show his hand. 
i.i,Ai>NTo.Ni;'.s rosrrioN. 
Gladstono'e speech was tho speech of 
an adroit tactician, and committBd him to 
mthing He regained, while speaking, 
hia old ascendancy over the house, and 
excelled hiinsetf in fervent appeals to the 
spirit of conciliation and justice. It ia 
doubtful, nevertheless, whether ho has 
not still furthor widuned tho breach in 
the liberal parly Kvorybody understands 
the speech us a bid for a Purnellite al- 
liance. The Irish cheered him warmly 
thro>;ghout. His denial of responsibility 
for home rule scheinoa convinced nobody. 
Ho did not deny his couversiou to tho 
principle of Imuin role, -.vhilo his speech 
contiriiiud the utiiversul belief in his de 
aire tu secure Irish support by creating 
an Irish parliamout. Its tune was one of 
anxioua deference to Iriah opinion. 
Nothing markod it so strangely as when 
ho besought tlio Irish to forgive him for 
saying that he atill warmly supported 
Lord Spencer's administration. Irish 
mombors nut eiily forijave him, but 
warmly weloomeu ilieir new recruit. 

Puruell, with hia usual dexterity, de- 
clared himself desirous to imitate Glad- 
stone's spirit. He said he believed that 
between them tho_v wuuld find a solution 
of thu Irish problem, and sat down with- 
out giving a single hint as to whflt scheme 
of home rule ho was ready to propoae or 
accept. 

There matters stand, and seem likely 
to stand for the present. The leaders 
all around art: marking time outside of 
parliament. 

LovALisr appeals^ 
Nothing hav so much ialluenced Eng- 
lish opinion ai the statomonta of loyal 
Irish deputations to L !rd Salisbury, re- 
presenting that coinmfi>:e, iiuiustry and 
society were sufioriiig grievously from the 
tyranny ef the league. Gladatune'a re- 
fusal to receive those numerous and in- 
fluential deputatiuna was aigntficant. Not 
leas signilictnt was the fact that Lord 
Hartiiigtun did receive them. 

M.iiiy other 'topic;s, nomo of them im- 
portant, occupied tliefjueen's speech, but 
nothing diverts attention from Ireland. 
Tho Quoen's presence at the opening uf 
parliament gratified the tories and aet 
some of tho liberals grumbling. The 
corenuiiiy waa very aploiidid. Tho Queen's 
reception outside was very cordial, but 
groans were occasionally heard.

A STRIKlB 9,50O TEARS AGO. 

'Workmen oii iIjc ft'<!crr>iM»lis at 
Tlichcs Kef use lo WorU 
Unless Fc«l. 

It was supposed that strikes were an out-' 
come of our modern civilization, wyn 
Household Words, but the deciphering of a 
papyrus in tho museum of Turin shows how 
tho old proverb that there is nothing now 
under the sun applies to strikes as well as 
to many other things. This jiapyrus, which 
ia a sort of journal or day-book of tho 
Buporinteudent of the Thebes Neeropolia, 
furnishes curious details of a workmen's 
riot or disturbance iu Thebes, in the twenty- 
ninth year of King Kameses, who is sup- 
posod to be llamoses III. The workmen's 
quarter sent a deputation on tho 28th of 
December to llatuekiu, the keeper of the 
books, aud to several priests of the necro- 
polis. The spt-akorof the depiitntioii spoke 
as follows: "Belujld, we «r<' (ace tu face 
witb famine.- \Vu have neither uour- \ 
iahnu'iit, nor oil, nor veatmentH. We I 
have no fiah, we have no vcgelablos. W'c 
have already sent a petition to our sov- ' 
eroign lurd, the I'hurauh, praying liim lo ' 
give ua these things, and wo now address j 
tho governor in order that ho may give 
us wlierowitha! to live." ! 

The guriiral distribution uf wheat was | 
then ovidonlly due tu tho workmen, but 
why it did not take place is not known. 
Perhaps the individual who should have 
distributed tho food was absent. What- 
ever w>s the cause uf the delay the need 
was urgent, and Uatnekin, with the 
priests proaent, oithor t juclied with com- i 
passion or to prevent the affair from reach | 
ing the ear of the govoruor uf the no- | 
crupidis, accorded one day's ratiuns. How { 
the workmen lived in tho days following 
ia not recurdud in the jiipyrua, but suiuu 
weeks afterward they wero in full revolt.' 

Three timea thoy forcibly emerged from i 
thoir cpiarters, noi withstanding tho walls i 
which Burri'Uiulod thoin and tho gates 
which clouetl thom In. "\Vu will not i 
return, " cried a knoftu to tho police sent | 
in pursuit of iliom. "Go tell your chief i 
what we tell yuu; it ia famine which 
apeak* by our mouth*." Tu argue with 
them was useless. 

"'I'here was great agitation," writ.-s th; ' 
superintuiidoiil in his ilay-book. "I gave ' 
them the btroiigcdt aiisner I could nuaj;- ' 
ine, but their »\ords were u iio and came 
from their heart.-)." They were (piieled 
by a distributiun of half rations, but ten 
days later they wore up again. Khans, 
the leader of tho band, pressed hia coin- 
paniuiia to provide for themselves. "I,ot 
' us fall," auid ho, "upon thu stores uf pro- 
visions, and lot thu governor's men go 
and toll him what wo tiavo done." 

This counsel was followed as soon aa 
given. Thoy entered forcibly into the in- 
oloiuro, 'out nut into tho fercresa where 
the provisions wore kept. The keeper of 
tho stores, Amon-Neitu,gave them some- 
thing, and contrived to induce them tu 
return to their quarter. 

Eleven days later the movement began 
again. Thu commander of Thebes, pass- 
ing by, found the man sealed on tho 
ground, behind tho teinplo of .Seti, at tho 
northern end of the inutropulis. Iinmo- 
diately thoy began to cry: "Faniuie ! 
faming !" The ci'iumaiider then gave 
thoin an order for fifty measurea of wheat 
in the name of Pharaoh,*' who has aworn," 
said ho, "an oath that you will have food 
again." Most likely Pharoah never heard 
of tho event and never received tho puti- 
tiim which these atrikers addressod to 
htm a couple of months previously,

A New Sciicnie to Load and Uat- 
lon<t PusscuKei' Trains While 
at Full Speed. 

St. Louis, Jan. 5. — A. F. Godefroy, 
a hair dreaaer and dealer of thia city, 
has invented a method of taking up 
and discharging pasaeiigers and goods 
from railway trains, which ia decidedly 
novel, and, if adojjled, will work a com- 
plete revolution in ihe milter of pass- 
enger tranB|)oriiilion. T!ie working 
model and drawings hIiow a inaiu track 
on thu level and elevated track in front 
of an elevatwd depot, with inclined 
tracks leading to it. The idea, is to start 
a train from one terminus and not to 
have it stop or slacken B[)eed until it 
reaches tbe other end. At the same 
time passengers may be taken u|j auil 
discharged at any station. As a train 
reaches a station ou the main track the 
rear car Bwitohea oS and runs up thw 
incline plane to the elevated depot, at 
tbe same lime another car runs down 
the otheV inclined plane, is cuuglil by 
the passing train, whirled onto the 
main tracl;, und hecoiuea a part of the 
train. The passengers who desire lo 
stop at the next station paaa to the 
rear car, wliich waa side-tracked au was 
the previoua one, and another car-load 
of passengers is taken on. By a very 
aitnple contrivance which aotsautomati- 
cally, when a train gets within a cer- 
tain distance of a depot it rcleasos the 
car in vnriting, which .starts down the 
inclined plane just as the lust car of the 
train IB Bwitched olT and starts up on 
the other side This transfer of cars is 
made without jt;rkiiig or danger of 
(ierniliiig, am! tlitr pasdeiigers -would 
not be a ware ot' tlic operation of ooup 
ling and uncoupling. Th'ji'c are Cjuite 
a number of detailH Vi hich are reiuftrka- 
bly intere.stipg und all foria a siyatdni 
wiiiuh ie apparently jierfect.
